As most people know, the Banks are 
“est areas: of shou) water lying at vwart- 
oe distances off the caster CCMiSts of the 
United States and Canady and south and 
eet of Newfoundland. Upon these 
Hanks, in depths ranging from 15 to 200 
fathoms, tremendoos numbers of certain 
demersal species (if fish are tu be fiomne 
at various seasons. Cod is the eamoen- 
edt variety canght: haddeck ranks 4ec- 
ond, achile hake, peoleache, ceesbe, Inaltteert, 
skate, whiting, callish, wolf-fish, mornik- 
fish, and linnptish are also marketed,

tervala, “These snoods are usually from 
hventy te thirty mehes lung, and a strong 
steel hook is bent-to each.

Fach lang-line i ceonled down in a 
wooden tib—often made by the fisher- 
min themselpes by cutting down a thor 
barrel—and every hook has ta be hatted 
before the “gear” is set 

In hehtot fishing a mich heavier tine 
nil hook are weed, and as the enowls are 
spliced. or bent inte the grotmd-hne - at 
lengthier intervals, there ts consequently 
aJescer number of hooks affixed to a coil 
cf Tadilit-yrear, 


THER ACTUAL FISHinkd FROM TH PORES 


Matilut line i not eathed down in tubs, 
bot secured, when tot in wee. by a small 
equare of canvas from which four pieces 
of short rope depend. The eoil ts placer 
opon the canvas and the ropes are used 
to lash the gear np inca compact bundle, 


the whole being entled iy fishernien “yp 
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skate of halibut gear” in contradictine- 
tien to “a fal of cod or haddock trawl.” 


On every Bank: fshing-schooner, ex- 


cept hand-hners, on which the fishing ts 
done from the deck, a numer of fat- 
bottomed, bigh-suled beats. called “die 
ries, are carried. ‘These dories are from 
18 to 22 fret over call and their thwarts 
are removable, st as to permit thete beme 
“nested” one within the other upon the 
schooners decks when not in use. From 
six to twelve of these dories sre carried 
hy fishing schooners, and it is fram the 
dory that the actual fishing i done. 

The maédémn Bank  fishing-schooners 


are oumdowhtedly the handsarmest coam- 


motrin! suiling craft afloat. They are 
biilt of wooed atid range fret toc ta 150 
feet mm leneth, with a tonnage of from 
Soto £75 toms, ‘Their lines are fine and 
designed for speed, but weathertiness has 
been 4o,well combined in the model that 
neither quality has lwen sacrificed, True, 
thevare terrible craft for juniping about 
in a breeze and sea, but they seldom ship 


any heavy water on deck during a blow, 


miless “knocked down” or “tripped up” 
hy squall or irregular wave, 

Well-ballasted and drawing a lot of 
witer ait, the Dank schooner stands tp 
to a-great spread af sail, the main-boom 
in scine vessels emg 75 feet long. The 
hig tnaimsail is the largest piece of cativas 
ona fisherman and it is carried until the 
While strength and skill of twenty to 
twenty-five men is required to make it 
* fast in a strong breeze. 


A CUH'T OF CANVAS IN SUMMER 


The ottlidox Bank sthooter ix two- 
masted—there have been three-masters— 
id the saile carried are mainsnil, fore- 
call, forestaysail, or “jumbo,” ame jib, 
These are known as the four “lowers,” 

In suminer, when the topimasts are wp, 
light satls ate set, consisting of fore- ond 
main gaff-topsails, «a rectangular main- 
teyitest-stayveail, tnd. a balliocn-jib or jih- 
toupsail, The two latter are often of ereat 
size; and when a Wanker has her light 
senile set she is a-veritable cloud of canvas. 

In winter fishing, the light sails nre left 
ashore and the topmasts are alen dis. 
carded, In heavy weather, which will 
Hor permit a reefed mainsail to be <et, 
a small triangular piece of canvas, known

EVERY DANK SCIOONER If A SEAPAHING 
DEMOCKACY 


Every Bank fishing schooner isa sert 
of seafaring democracy. The crew works 
the ship on a cotperative basis, with the 
skipper as sailing 2nd fishing “boss.” In 

andi and American craft in which 
he writer sailed, the gang were shipped! 
a the share system, thetr remuneration 
consisting of an equal share of the piro- 
ceeds of the catch after the bills for 
viclualing, ice, salt, bait, cook's wages, 
atl other incidentals had heen pri. 

The schowner took a quarter or a Hith 
of the gross stock, and this repaid her 
owner for the lire of the vessel, Out of 
this share came the cost of insurance and 
upkeep, but in good seasons, prior to 
Igt4, many schomers paid their cost of 





“construction within twelve nionthé: In 


those «avs, however, a Banker could be 
Lut for $12,000; nowadays they cust 
neatly 350,000. | 

The share syste las had many vari- 
ants, Formerly, in some vessels, it was 
“ever shares,” where all hands drew the 
same dimomi., In other crait it was “by 
the count,” where each dary kent connt 
Of the number of fish caught and the doury 
caitchiig the greatest number drew the 
highest share. The lucky dory was 
known as the “high line” or “high dary”: 
the lowest count was “low dory,” and in 
soe slips tien pair of fishermen came 
“low dory” too often they were “fired.” 

Both of these svsterns had their draw- 
backs, aud of late vears so many new 
methods of dividing the proceeds of the 
enteh have been instituted in the different 
veasel fisheries that it would he confis- 
iti, and possibly erronveds, to quote 
any one os heme the standard,

teed and angemented by a share tin others,

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Japan, Kyfshit and Shikoku. This sys- 
tem ds then continged until tt meets the 
northern, or Karafuto, system in- the.

rise to their loftiest lights in the varied 
atl picturesque ranges. known. as the 
ee Alps.”

Tt ts, however; inthe preat Alpine 
ranges of central Japan that the inflience 
of Nature pon man is most marked and 
most far-reaching, A day's journey 
from the many modernizing influences of 
the twentieth-contury Civilization Of the 
capital constitetes a leap from the pres- 
ent day to a world of a thonsand years

Lntil we grasp this fact we can have 
only avery partial and misleading. oon- 
ception of the mental attitude of the ma- 
jority of the Japanese people toward

the most striking objects of Nature are 
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most forcefully expressed in their views 
regarding the great miocirntiiris:
